Al Ihe expiration of the contract ot 


1902. 
which prescribed a net rate or 


25 cents per 1000 cubic fed, tho com- 
pany Held with the utilities commis- 
sion a schedule setting forth a net 
rate of 30 cents. This was on August 
25, )915. On September 27th, (he Co- 
shocton city council passed an ordi- 
nance which continues in eitecl the 
.25 cent rale. 


Await Valuation 


The gas company appealed from the 


low rate, asserting that it could no 
longer afford to furnish gas at 25 cenis 
because some of its supply would have 
to be purchased in open market as the 
wells of., the Buckeye State Gas a.i 
Fuel company, from which it secured 
its gas, were waning in output. Pend 
ing decision, the company ptoposed to 
charge the 30 cent rate, and it deposit- 
ed a ?l'i,000 bond with the utilities 
commission to cover refunds in case 
the lower rate was sustained. 


While this phase was being fought 


out before the utilities commission, 
City Solicitor Alilo C. Ely filed In Com- 
mon pleas couit suit for an Injunction 
•estraining the gas company from put- 
ing into effect the 30 cent rate. An. 
injunction was granted but later dis- 
solved by common pleas court. On an 
appeal the court of appeals permitted 
the injunclion which is now In force 
Arguments in Ihe higher tribunal will 
be heard soon after Critchiield com- 
pletes his physical valuation.
